Conditions ot the Rhodes Scholar- 
ship in Canada 
The conditions Pfor the Rhodes’ 
scholarship have been issved and are 
mow in the hands of the Lieutenant- 
Governor. The main features are as 
Jollows;—Scholiars will be chosen be- 
tween Kebruary and May, 1904. The 
chosen schollars will eommence resi- 
dence at Oxford im October, 1904. It 
has been decided thai all scholers shall 
heve at least reached the end of their 
Sophomore (second) year work at 
gome registered degree-granting un'- 
versity or college in Canada. All can- 
didates in addition to their university 
standimz must pass @ special prelim- 
inary examination equivalent eto the 
Responstons of Oxford, ihe first pub- 
lic examinaiton exacted by the univer- 
sity from each candidate for a degree. 
This preliminary will be held at the be- 
ginning of the yeur at such centres ar 
may be announced hates. This exam- 
ination »s net eOmpetitive, but is in- 
tended *o give assurance that all can- 
didates are fully qualified ‘o enter on 
a course of study af Oxford university. 
The requirements of this preliminary 
examination are as foliows, Arithmetic. 
the whole and either Algedra or Geom- 
etry; the amount of work in Algebra 
and Geometry wt ®lmost equivalent to 
that demanded in our Canadian univer- 
gilies. Latm and Greek grammar and 
authots with transtation of Engiish in- 
to Latin prose are also required. In 
authors candidates ust offer Mtwo 
books, one Greek and one Latin, oF 
unseen transistiwns. A list of opitonal 
beoks has been prescribed of which the 
following will illustrate the extent of 
the work; Hemer’s Thad, books 2-5; 
Odyssey, books 1-5. or 2-6; Sophocles, 
‘Antizone, and Ajax; Ceaser, De Bello 
Gallico. 1-4; Horace, Odes, 1-4. The 
trustees ot the Rhodes’ Trust appoint 
the examiners who set and read the 

papers. Yet Ree 8 kM, 

Scholars must be unmarried, must be 
belween nineteen Pand twenty-five 
years of age. No candidates will be 
barred ‘ecause of religion or color. 
Candidates who ‘purpose presenting 
themselves for the qualifying examina- 
tion in scholarship must notify the 
chairman o* the committee of selection 
during the monih of January, 1904, of 
therr intention to write. One candi- 
daie will be chosen from the Northwest 
Ter itories. } { 

A committee ef five for the selection 
of candidates who have passed the 
academic test will be chosen by Hs 
Honor, the Lieutemant-Governor, and 
the judges of the supreme court.
